THE PRICE OF the job was es

A total of 241 million dollars in 
cc racts were halted by the ord­ 
er issued by Robert B. Bradford, 
state director of public works. He 
said the projects are “in jeopar­ 
dy" because of the slow-down cr 
stoppage of the federal highway 
program 
State Highway Engineer George 
T. McCoy said he had been in­ 
f mtnd by the U. S. Bureau of 
Public Roads that beginning some 
time this fall federal aid for high­ 
ways would be stopped unless Con­ 
gress takes some action to in­ 
crease the money available. 
HE SAID, HOWEVER, that the 
state wil proceed with projects al­ 
ready under way and on purchas­ 
es of right of way. 
Meanwhile in Washington th e 
House Public Works Committee re­ 
jected r. plan Wednesday calling 
for a drastic cutback in the con­ 
struction scheduled for the 41.000- 
mile network of interstate h i g h- 
ways. 
It oame up ¡astead with a plan 
for a more moderate stretch-out 
of the program to help meet the 
highway financing crisis. 
THE COMMITTEE made no rec­ 
ommendations for raising extra 
money needed to beef up the high­ 
way trust fund even if the mod­ 
erate stretch-out were put into 
effect. 
Thus, it tossed the ball ba c k 
to the House Ways and Means 
Committee, which technically has 
the responsibility of finding reve­ 
nue for the highway fund.

The Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee plan called for slashing ap- 
portnnments to the stale begin­ 
ning next July 1.

There would be corresponding 
cutbacks in apportionment* for 
future years. 
But the Public Works Commit­ 
tee recommended that next 
years apportionment be scaled 
riovin to *2 200.000.000 and appor­ 
tionments foi the following 11 
years be fixed at the s a m e 
amount.

By VERNON SCOTT 
HOLLYWOOD - TIPI) — "Sick" 
comedians were scrutinized t h i s 
week by the comedy team oí Row­ 
an and Martin, who played a 10- 
day smash engagement in the Chi 
Chi last season. 
They decided the audiences are 
sicker than the sickniks. 
“It’s a cult that s grown up in 
a few big cities," Dick Martin 
suggested. "Most of the sick com­ 
edians depend on the same people 
returning night after night to hear 
their gags. The nightclubers who 
follow them round are real ad­ 
dict*." 
"THE SICK ONES would never 
be popular on television." Dan Ro­ 
wan said. "Their material is too 
far out.” 
"That ' why they're popular in 
clubs," Dick said "They can get 
away with controversial and spicy 
jokes with a limited audience—and 
use term* the average televiewer 
doesn't comprehend. 
"They nev er get a laugh in real 
joints because the a u d i en c e 
doesn't know what they're talking 
about." 


THE COMEDY TEAM, who ap­ 


pear in movies, TV and clubs have 
no "sick" routine themselves, but 
study the off - beat competition 
closely. 
"Sophistieaite* — or pseudo so­ 
phisticates — are flattered by the 
sickniks because the comedian* 
throw around psychological terms 
and other words that aren t usual­ 
ly identified with entertainers," 
said Dan 
"But even without censorship, 
mass audiences would never dig 
the humor. In fact, most of the 
country would be offended by the 
new group.” 
AMONG THE SICKNIKS named 
by the boys were Lettny Bruce, 
Don Rickies, Shelley Berman and 
Tom Lehrer. Mort Sahl, who spe­ 
cializes in political herbs, isn t 
considered a sicknik by his co­ 
horts.

Pavinq O f Tahquitz Drive Marks 
1959 As Year O f Civic Improvement 


With work scheduled to start Septem­ 
ber 1st there is an excellent possibility 


that Palm Springs will yet have an op­ 


portunity to enjoy its most important 


civic improvement in many years be­ 


fore the close of 1959. 


Final letting of the contract by the 
City Council for the paving of Tahquitz 
Drive across the one mile strip between 
Indian Avenue and Sunset Way will 
bring more benefits to residents, both 
within and without the City proper, 
than any o t h e r single community 
achievement in recent fifties. 
Opening of 
this broad, attractive, 
double arterial through the center of 
Section 14 w ill break forever the traffic 
bottleneck • which has existed for so 
many years on both Palm Canyon Drive 
and Indian Avenue. Both of these excel­ 
lent thoroughfares will thus be perman­ 
ently relieved of the former heavy loads 
of "doubling back” traffic caused by 
compulsory circling of Section 14 for 
many thousands of local drivers daily. 
This "useless” and soon no longer ne­ 
cessary traveling accounted for approx­ 


imately half the volume on the two prin­ 
cipal business streets. 
Of equally great importance, the new 
shorter route direct from the center of 
the business district to the civic center 
will bring all sections of the City, both 
commercial and residential, much clos­ 
er to each other. This also applies to 
residents of many areas outside the City 
Limits who likewise will be provided 
with a shorter, easier and faster means 
of access to and from the center of Palm 
Springs. 
It also follows that the development 
of Tahquitz Drive itself will be of im­ 
mense benefit and importance to the 
general improvement of all of Section 
14. which is long overdue and a pressing 
necessity to the continuance of the 
sound and well balanced progress of the 
entire community.

Fulbright On Foreiqn Policy 


WASHINGTON. D. C. - Back 
ill the days when the USA had 
• monopoly on the atomic bomb, 
an unknown but very opinionat­ 
ed first-term Senator from Arlt- 
kansas was preaching something 
dose to preventive war. He felt, 
as Chairman of Foreign Rela­ 
tions, that the policy might be 
right for the tim e. 
Today Senator J . William Ful- 
bnght holds the sam e am oral, 
unflinching, unsentimental steth­ 
oscope to the heart of interna­ 
tional affairs. He tries to f i n d 
out what the situation truthfully 
is. After that — whatever works 
is right. 


THIS IS NOT, I hope, too bald 
a translation of the Fulfaright 
creed 
He is a real politicker 
beyond anybody else in the Sen- 
age and perhaps in public life. 
Fuibrtgh; felt we had an im- 
pw ative self-interest in 1945-49 
to taka full advantage 
of the 
tíen-ultim ita weapon 
Had 
wa 
destroyed or disarm ed Russia— 
as we had the power to do — we 
m ight have forestalled the Cold 
War and possibly insured Amer­ 
ican suprem acy for as far as 
prophecy can envision. 
In 
contrast, 
today’s nuclear 
stand-off with Russia does not 
m ake sword-rattling a very prac­ 
tical policy 
E arlier this year, 
abortly after he took over the 
Foreign Relations chairm anship 
tram Senator Green. Fulbright 
rose on the Senate floor to re­ 
buke two other 
Senators 
who 
were threatening 
to fight Kh­ 
rushchev over Berlin. 
“ I w as trying to quiet them 
down,” Fulbright 
recalls.

have to face facts — there is 
no 
possibility 
of 
leading

Am erican people into a war to­ 
day — even if it w ere the thing 


to do.” 


FULBRIGHT’S REALISM oft­ 
en puts him in the unorthodox 
Democratic position of pushing 
a Republican foreign policy in 
which he doesn't fully believe. 
Eisenhower is the only Presi­ 
dent we have, and, as Fulbright 
sees it, 
party 
tine 
opposition 
could wholly thw art the national 
foriegn policy. There are a lot 
of things in the President’s lead­ 
ership wihieh 
Fulbright 
wishes 
were otherwise. The Senator be­ 
lieves. for example, 
that 
the 
emphasis on m ilitary aid is too 
great, that it is forcing an arm s 
race with the Communists, 
it 
weakens 
American 
leaderships 
in such fields as education and 
trade. 
But the best Pentagon witnes­ 
ses say the m ilitary dollar lasts 
longest when 
arm ing S o u t h 
Koreans and 
Turks. 
So. 
Ful­ 
bright finds him self leading 
a 
fight to give the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration what it demands. 
”1 help the President 
all 
I 
can, except in special cases. If 
I ever come to feel very strongly 
against his policy as a whole. 
I ’d get off the committee. But 
in a divided Government 
and 
especially on foreign 
policy, 
I 
just don't believe we can adopt 
Bob Taft's theory that the busi­ 
ness ot the opposition is to op­ 
pose.” 


FULBRIGHT 
HAS 
GLOOMY 
preman i tons about the political 
wisdom of supporting the Repub­ 
lican Administration which, he 
feels, will get credit for a lot 
of Democratic work. He receives 
letters 
from 
.Arkansas 
urging 
han to vote with his senior col­ 
league, John McClellan, against 
overseas spending It might be 


popular in Arkansas, but Ful­ 
bright regards it as wholly ir­ 
responsible far a man 
in his 
position to frustrate the o n l y 
foreign policy which the Consti­ 
tution perm its 
— 
the 
Presi­ 
dent’s 
own. 
In 
point of 
fact, 
Fulbright 
seems to care 
as little about 
popularity as a politician can. 
He takes positions which are too 
intellectual to lend themselves to 
readily understandable explana­ 
tion. During the key vote on the 
Lewis Strauss confirmation, Sen­ 
ators were being huHled cross­ 
country in m ilitary jets so as 
to vote either Yea or Nay. But 
Fullbright, scorning t h e either- 
ar-position, decided on another— 
he absented himself f r o m the 
roll call. 


AS AN OPPOSITION Senator, 
he would dispute with the late 
Secretary Dulles on policy, and 
several times 
he has 
opposed 
President 
Eisenhower’s 
nomin­ 
ees for overseas posts. 
T h i s 
might pass for norm al Demo­ 
cratic 
procedure 
if 
Fullbright 
dtdn t so often explain that he 
was voting principle, not politics. 
He recalls in public that he also 
opposed Secretory Acheson on a 
key phase of the M arshall plan 
and that he voted against Presi­ 
dent Trum an's nominees w h e n 
they seemed unfit for their posts. 
Of the Foreign Relations chair­ 
men since World War n (Van- 
denberg, W i l e y . C o n n a l l y , 
George, Green) Fullbright is not 
the most colorful, nor the most 
popular, nor the most revered, 
nor as yet, the most 
famous. 
But he is making a record which 
seem s to say. " I’d rather 
be 
right . . . " and that is distinc­ 
tion enough.

SOMETIMES THE HEAT caus­ 
ed real tragedies At the battle of 


Monmouth, Now J e r s e y , fought 
June 2» . 1770, the tem perature was 
96, and sixty British soldiers died 
of sunstroke. 
Most of these men had never 
felt any really hot weather before. 
In July, hottest month of the year, 
the average tem perature on the 
south coast of England is only 62. 
But in New York the average this 
tim e of year is 74. in Charleston 
80. 


IN THIS COUNTRY we often 


have heat waves when the tem ­ 
perature goes over 90. while in 
Britain they almost- never have 
such extrem e heat. 
And as if they wanted to make 
the men as miserable as possible, 
the British supply officers s e n t 
them over here with wollen uni­ 
forms far the year round. Those 
famous red coats of the British 
army were fine far winter. But 
imagine having to wear one. close­ 
ly belled and buttoned, on t h e 
Fourth of July!

Southern 
Pacific authorities said that their 
would be no changes in the local 
passenger train service with the 
exception of going on to Daylight 
Savings time on Sept. 27. 
The three local service trains 
are the Sunset, GOlden State, and 
Imperial. 
AN INTERSTATE Commerce 
Commission (IC> survey showed 
today that the railroads have dis­ 
continued 41 passenger t r a i n s 
since an administrative short cut 
was approved by Congress o ne 
year ago. 
In addition, the lines h a v e 
started proceedings to eliminate 
60 more interstate passenger run 
and 40 interstate trains. 
THE ICC ALSO gave railroads 
permission to abandon 4,664 miles 
of track from 1954 to the start of 
this year. 
The trend appeared to bear out 
a warning by ICC examiner How­ 
ard Hosmer that inter-city passen 
gcr train service would be dead 
by 1970 if railroads continued their 


current practices. 
The flood of discontinued trains 
followed approval of the 19 5 8 
Transportation Act which elim­ 
inated the previous regulatory re 
tape surrounding route abandon­ 
ments. 
UNDER THE ACT, a railroad 
mus't give 30-days notice of plans 
to abandon passenger trains. The 
ICC then has 20 days to block the 


proposal by suspending the discon­ 
tinuance for four months pending 
an investigation.
